THE STORY OF FARES. 


LTHOUGH to a foreigner the dress of 
the Chinese would seem the most mo- 
notopous and unvarying. and from ite 
very shape and style not at all suscer- 

tible of much variety, yet the fact is that it 
does change from season to season, 
and some variety, however slight, is intro. 
duced almostanaually. Amongst the minor 
appendages, fans especially are subj*ct to 
the fancies of the dav and of the wearer. 
with some strictiy observed genera! rules of 
propriety to go br. 

There are winter and summer fans, made 
of heav’er or lighter materials. and larger 
or emall+r in s's9 in proporticn to the amount 
of alr required at the particu'ar season they 
sre intended to be used. It seeme rather 
ridiculous to speak of warm a-d old fans, 
yet in a poem bv a celebrated Chinese poet 
the following line occurs: ‘In the tenth 
moon the people of the city turn to their 
fans.’’ It is considered the height of bad 
taste in Cbiva to he seen ~ith a fan too 
ear'y or too late in the sesson. 

Very few Europeans are aware that the 
bleck Chinese fans, which ere imported in 
srch numbers, are alm ut unselerhle 
amongst the better clastes in the conntry 
where they are made, Indeod, no Chinese 
man Or woman, except the most humhie, 
would be seen with one. for the reason that 
they are considered emblematical of moral 
‘mpurity, precisely og the purely white fan 
is regarded as typical of death and bereave 
ment. Al! black things are avoided, on the 
stre-gth of the old proverh that ‘‘proximity 
to vermillion makes a man red; to ink, 
black.’’ So the black fans are relegated to 
the poorer classes. who cannot be fastidious; 
an‘ to the hated foreigner, for whom notb- 
ing is considered bid enough. 

There is one exception to this rue in 
favor of old ye who, after having lived 
a blameless life, are regarded as being be- 
ved the risk of contavination by the des 
pised black fan. 

The heigt of fashion attainab'e on a fan 
is one of white s'lk, either round, rq 1sre, or 
hexagonal), and decorated with paintings of 
flowers birds, {: ; or, better still, inecri>ed 
with some verses from the giver. But the 
numbers of artista who can both write 
ver‘es an’ psint is limited, and anyone who 
can do both is sure of constant employment 
an‘ handsome remuneration. 

For state occasions and “high days and 
ho'idays,”’ the large non-folding feather fan 
isconsidered ivdi*pensable. Here aud in 
Europe this kind is used as fire-screen; but 
a Chinese would o his almond eyes with 
am*s ment to see it put to such a use. 

But one hasto go to China to become 
aware ofall the possibilities of the fan 
makers art. Such marvelous ¢ffocts, such 
a bappy blending of feathers, beetles’ wir gs 
paintings of butterflies, birds, flowers &:, 
can only be seen in the country itself, and 
then oftent‘mes only as a great favor at the 
bavds of some great man 

There is another fan made in Chira, 
which seldom finds its way out of that 
country, the prccess of manufacturing be- 
ing aa cret. \though made only of paper 
stretched over thin waa!ebone or bamn>o it 
may bs lef: in water many hours wi;hout 
injary. 

The greatest cirivsity is, although it 
seoms & paradox, afanthatisno faa. This 
is the ‘‘steel’’ or ‘“‘biuigeon’”’ fan, shaped to 
resemb‘e closed fan, but in reality a sulid 
bar of satel. It is carried sometimesas a 
lile preserver, but more often as a weapon 
of cflence by the Cangercus classes ne 
‘dagger’ fan, an:invention of the Japanese, 
is far more elegant in appearances, citen te. 
ing made of the floest ebony. ivory, or lac 
quer, in imitation o’ a folding ian. Bat 
tne resembience goes no farther toan the 
two cutside pieces; it is merely a sheath 
for a sharp dagger of the finest steel, whica 
shoots out on tovchinga hiddenepring 
The imp» tation cf these dangerous wea 
pons into Caipa bas always been f{°rbidden.

The tunics, “a'sed at ene 
side only, or left full length aud open at one 
side Over & pyram'‘d of narrow £dunces, bouli- 
lonnes, Or drawings, are very elegant 

The scarf diapertes, arrayei on the skirt in 
& Variety Of gracefu styles ars as greatiy in 
fashionabdie favor asever. When o! different 
mate’ial to the dress, as is often the ease a 
rortion of tbe same shoul be introd,eed on 
any other part—suco as piasiron or collar and 
cuffs 

Among the most ureful models of the sea- 
800, &nd one Of those wich uAs met *o far 
with the greatest euccess, is the costume com- 
peed of some neutral tint—grey, beige, or 
light brown. The t-immings are of some 
Bayadere stripe tissue Thus, th* dress may 
be of beige cashmere, val ing, or musiin de 
laine, the trimmings of Bayadere cashmere 
or suranb.
